Uhurlt'S I. Gcueralllenjamin Ifarrison's 
ather, previous to the birth of his son, 
lad served as governor of tho North- 
western Territory and in Congress. 
I'oung Benjamin was seven years old 
wlion his grandfather was elected I'rcs- 
dont in the famous logcnbin and hard- 
cider campaign. He received tho rudi- 
neuts of education 
in tho district 


cliool, and at the ago of sixteen enter-. 
od Miami University, Oxford, o-.whoro 
le graduated two years later. He then 
tudicd law in the office of Judge B. S. 
Storer, Cincinnati, and was admitted to 
he bar before he reached his majority, 
and ho was married at about the same 
time. In 1854 ho removed to Indian- 
ipolis, where he began the practice of 
lis profession. He soon won u place as 
a lawyer, and before 1800 he was also 
considered one of tho ablest political 
spenkers in the State. In tho memora- 
ble Lincoln campaign of 1800 ho and 
the late Thomas A. Heudrlcks happen- 
ed to have appointments in the same 
town on the same day. It was arrang- 
ed that they should divide the time. 
and the friends of Uendrlcks expected 
0 see him only amuse himself with the 
roung whitehaired man who was to 
•peak against him. 
They were sur- 


irised. The young man was not so ea- 
lily vanquished, aud Democrats admit- 
ted that Mr. Hendricks had met his 
match, while Republicans thought he 
lad been badly worsted. The chair- 
man of the meeting afterward said, "I 
lave heard a good many political de- 
>ates in my time, but I never heard a 
man skin an opponent as quickly as Ben 
Harrison did Hondricks that day." 


In 1860 Mr. Harrison was elected re- 


porter of the Supremo Court. In July, 
i802, Governor Morton, under the call 
of the President for 300,0«0 three years 
,roops, requested Harrison to assist in 
recruiting the regiment from tho Sixth 
Indiana district. 


Mr. Harrison's was tlio first recruit- 


ing commission issued by the governor 
for the Seventieth Regiment, bearing 
date of July 14, 1802, and making him 
1 second lieutenant. 
He was made 


captain of Company A of the regiment, 
uid when tho whole regiment was fill- 
ed was chosen colonel. After a variety 
of service in Kentucky and Tennessee 
during the next eighteen months, up to 
January, 1804, Colonel Harrison's regi- 
ment was formally assigned to the First 
Brigade (Ward's) of tho Third Division 
of the Twentieth Army Corps,aTiri with 
this organization he served until tho 
close of the war. 
At Kesacca ho captured tho enemy's 


line and four guns, and at 1'each Tree 
Creek while commanding a brigade he 
gained such a signal victory that Gen- 
eral Hooker recommended him to the 
secretary of war for promotion, and lie 
/as niiidu a brigadier general. 
During t-ho absence of General Harri- 


son in tho'llc|(Hlio Democratic Supreme 
Court declared the office of Supremo 
Court reporter vacant, and another per- 
son was elected to the position. Tlio 
General was given a leave of absence in 
the fall of 1804 with orders from the 
War Department to report to Governor 
Morton. During that thirty days ho 
again made a brilliant canvass of tho 
State and was re-elected for another 
term. Then lie rejoined tho army, was 
in Ilio siege of Nashville, served until 
tho surrender of Johnston, and was 
with his command at tho final review of 
the Union forces in Washington.1 


In 1S78 ho declined a re-election as 


reporter of the Supremo Court and re- 
sumed the priiotico of law. In 1870 he 
became the candidate for governor un- 
der peculiar 
circumstances, 
having 


been placed on tho ticket by the State 
central committee to fill a vacancy 
caused by the declination of tho regular 
nominee. General Harrison w.is absenl 
from the State when selected as the 
candidate, but accepted it. 
His oppo- 


nent was the most popular Democrat 
in the State, but, notwithstanding this 
unequal fight in a Democratic State 
General Harrison received 2000 votes 
more than his party. He was defoaleL 
as a matter of course, but ho made a 
national reputation in tho canvass. 


In the convention of 1880 his nan 


was mentioned for President, but he 
promptly checked the movement in his 
favor. In tho campaign of that yeai 
he was conspicuous, and having secure 
a Republican Legislature for Indiana, 
he was elected to the United States 
Senate to succeed Senator McDonald, 
where he was regarded as one of the 
ablest men, best lawyers and strongest 
debaters of that body. 


In the Senate his Dakota report ant 


speeches, and his speech on the Ed- 
munds resolution regarding civil ser- 
vice reform in general, and the Presi 
dent's appointments in Indiana in par 
ticular, were among his best efforts in 
debate. As a member of the Commit- 
t30 on Foreign delations he assisted ii 
the consideration and amendment, am 
united in the unanimous report of the 
Chinese restriction bill introduced b 
Senator Fair of Nevada. On the con 
tracHabor bill Senator Harrison madt 
a speech favoring the wholesome cmi 
gration of contracted labor, being care- 
ful, however, to reserve the freest pos 
sible voluntary emigration of thpS' 
who desired to become American citi 
zens. He also spoke on the alien own 
ership of land, taking a decided stain 
against the evil of foreigners acquiring 
large bodies of public ami private land 
to the exclusion of the actual settlers 
His senatorial teim expired March 4 
18S7, and he resumed the practice o 
law at Indianapolis. The Indiana dele 
gatlon to the National convention wcr 
instructed to vote for Mr. Harrison fo 
President. 


HON. 
I.F.VI P. MORTON. 


Hon. Levi Parsons Morton, whos 


name is given the second place on th 
ticket, is descended from George Mor 
ton, one of the Puritan fathers win 
landed at Plymouth and is a son p 
Kev. Daniel Morton. He was born ii 
Shorcham, Vl., a village on the shore 
of Lake Champlain, May 10, 1S24. Hi 
father was a poor country clergyman 
and therefore could give bis son only 
common school education. 
The boy 


early left school and began his busincs 
life as a clerk in a Concord, N. II., dry 
goods store. When twcnV,y-one ho se 
up in business for himself, opening a 
dry-goods store In Concord. 
Fou 


years later, in 1840, ho moved to Bos 
ton and became a member of the dr; 
goods firm of liccbo, Morton it Co. Hi 
connection with this firm continue! 
till 1854, when ho moved to Now York 
and founded tho dry goods house o 
Morton & Grinnoll. This firm became 
financially involved at tho beginning o 
the war, and compounded with It* ered 
itors at fifty cents on » dollar. 
Mr. 


Morton then established n banking 
house in 1803,and made money rapidly. 
One (lay tho late creditors of tho firm 


f Morton & Grlnnell received an Invl- 
»tion from Mr. Morton to dine with 
itui. When they sat down at dinner 
eauh man found beneath his plate u 
heck, signed by Mr. Morton, for an 
mount of money that paid their claim 
n full with interest. Mr. Morton wait 
iOt legally hound to pay the money, 
nd his honorable conduct in the mat- 
er, therefore, won him many friends. 
n ISOSGcorgo Bliss entered tho firm, 
nd it became known by its prevent 
itle of Morton, Bliss & Co. The same 
ear (1808) Mr. Morton founded tho 
.ondon IIUUBO of Morton, Kose A Co., 
is leading partner being Sir John 
lose, late financial minister of Canada, 
'hose two bankins; houses were largely 
istrumental in making resumption of 
pecio payment in the 
UniU'Cl States 


ossiblf, and in enabling the fiiivern- 
lent to fund the United States debt, 
'ho syndicate formed for this purpose 
was headed by Morton, lllifis & Co., and 
lien followed the names of Drexel, 
Uorgan * Co., Baring Brothers A Co., 
. S. Morgan & Co., jay Cooko & Co., 
"J. M. Kotlisohild & Sons and Jay 
2ooke, MoCulloch * Co. The credit of 
lie Government was luw at the time, 
nit the firms named above successfully 
loated a largo issue of five per cent, 
ends, thus decreasing tho rate of in- 
erest on the mass of the bonds.

The 
irm of Morton, Bliss & Co. has since 
een one of tho most conspicuous in 
Vail street. One of its most noted 
achievements was the sale $60,000,000 of 
low York Central liailroad stock be- 
ouging to William H. VnndcrhiU' to 
Rngllsh purchasers, the firm being part 
f a syndicate which accomplished this 
ask. 


Mr. Morton entered into political life 


n 1870. 
Late in the canvass the Re- 


publicans nominated him as their can- 
didate for Congress. 
There was not 


uflicient time to make n thorough can- 
ass, and Mr. Morton was defeated, 
although he reduced the usual Demo- 
ratio majority 400 votes. 
Mr. Morton 


ran again for Congress in the same dis- 
riet in 1878, and this time was elected, 
eceiving a majority that exceeded the 
whole vote of his opponent. As a 
member of Congress he took a com- 
manding position whenever financial 
[uestions wore under consideration, 
le strongly opposed the bill providing 
or the unlimited coinage of silver dol- 
ars, and his influence had a great effect 
n defeating it. His social position in 
Vashington was a brilliant one. 
He 


jought the house of Samuel Hooper of 
Massachusetts, and there entertained 
many guests. In 1880 members of the 
Ohio delegation at tho National 'Ko- 
uihHcan Convention, after 
General 


Airfield had been nominated for I'resi- 
lunt, urged Mr. Morton to accept the 
lomination for Vice President, lie 
leclincd, and General Arthur was nomi- 
nated for tho office. President Gar- 
leld offered Mr. Morton tho office of 
Secretary of tho navy, which tho latter 
leclincd. Ho did accept from Presi- 
lent Garfield, however, the appoint- 
ment of minister to Franco. Mr. Mor- 
ion, while acting as minister in Paris, 
lammored the first nail in the con- 
struction of tho Statue of Liberty re- 
cently erected in Now York, and de- 
ivcred a speech on Juno Ifi, 1884, ac- 
jcpting tho statue in behalf of the 
American Government. Ho was pres- 
ent at tlio unveiling of thp statue of 
f,afayotte iit Le 1'ul, the birthplace of 
:ho Frunch patriot. 
Through 
Mr. 


Morton's acquaintance with bankers 
uid manufactures the commercial rc- 
Jatioiis-of France and the United Slates 
were made to run smoothly through- 
out his term. On tho election of Presi- 
lent Cleveland ho resigned and ro- 
:nrncd to this country. In 1881 Mr. 
Morton received several complimentary 
votes for United States senator. Dart- 
mouth College gave him an honorary 
legreeof LL. D. in July of tho same 
year. In 1883 he was a candidate to 
iuccccd Senator ISlbridge G. Lapham, 
jut he was defeated anil tho honor was 
jcstowed upon Hon. William M. Evarts. 
During the presidential campaign o; 
830 Mr. Morton advocated the eleotioi 
of Mr. Blaine.

Brunswick, in Cape Fear River, tho

Burglars'must be very anxious to see 


the iiuide of the vaults of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Hopklntou, at Hope 
Valley, for they have tried seven timei 
to break into them within the last twen- 
ty-three years, but fortunately they 
hav&wet wjth verf ifoor success. Tho 
seventh time was last Saturday uight. 
The cashier was the first one to discov- 
er the attempted robbery Sunday morn- 
ing. When ho went to the bank ho 
found that ouo of the safes had been 
forced, and tbe contents piled upon the 
floor, while the safo drawers had been 
turned bottom side up iu tho hurried 
search for cash. Not rinding what they 
desired, the thieves turned their atten- 
tion to the second safe. On close ex- 
amination it was found that the bur- 
glars had almost effected tbe opening 
of the outer door of the second safe.— 
No powder was used. Tho work was 
done entirely by wedges and a heavy 
hammer. The door of this safo had 
been so vigorously assailed that space 
enough had been made to permit tho 
entrance of a steel wedge throe-fourths 
of an inch thick on the small end, in- 
creasing to about H inch iu its length 
of 4 inches, and one inch wide. This 
was forced in between tho door and 
jam, forming a largo crevice, in which 
position it was loft, evidently-in haste.. 
The tools which had been used in the 
work were left on the floor i»nd desks,, 
or at least a portion of them. There 
were about twenty steel wedges, vai-y- 
iug iu size from tho small thin wedge, 
of one inch in length to the master 
wedge of four inches. Tho wedges 
shoved the terrible resistance: they 
had met by their rounded eiida? and 
bent shapes. A heavy steel bar six feet 
and four inches long was also found, a 
heavy cold chisel, a claw hammer, and 
a heavy sledge hammer. -The sledge 
hammer and the crowbar had been tak- 
en from the tool house of the. Wood 
River Kailroad Company, some half 
mile distant from tho building. A sin- 
gular coincidence is the fact that the 
sledge had, been used on the' safes on a 
previous occasion, it having been left 
by burglars who made an attempt some 
years ago to secure the funds. It was 
taken in charcre by Edward Barber, one 
of the directors of the institution, and 
after tho Wood River Railroad began 
active operations, Mr. Barber took it 
down and added it to the stock of re- 
pairing tools, when on Saturday night 
ft was again called into requisition by 
the robbers, after forcing an entrance 
to the tool building.

Cropping Without Rotation. 


Growing one crop continuously on 


the same land is an evil inseparable 
from new countries. The early settlers 
in any locality are usually men of lit- 
tle capital, and of course anxious to 
turn the virgin fertility of their soil in- 
to money as rapidly as possible. The 


. .crop best adapted to this end has' tlioir 


preference. So long as the staple, can 
pe grown it will be. 
Loss of fertility 


.. is not the whole nor possibly the worst 


result of this practice. 
It 'promotes 


the increase of destructive insects and 
injurious weeds,so that even when fertil- 
ity is restored, what had once been the 
staple'crop can up lunger bo grown. If 
the'early'settlers would consent to vary 
their husbandry at- first. 
While their 


land wns rich,, their gains might be 
temporarily decreased for a time, but 
their prosperity, would bo much more 
secure and permanent.

If only one hundred cabbages are 


grown and stored away for winter it 
will provide one head a day for over 
three mouths, and will be amply suffl- 


• cient for a flock of 
hens. 
Where 
grass is not plentiful turnips, kale, 
radish, or even corn, may bo sown, and 
the tops used for green food. 
It is not 


> necessary for such crops to mature, but 
they may be used when the tops are 
only a few inches high, and are given 
by chopping them into short lengths.

When Has Timothy the Moot Value' 


As a'result of careful chemical analV 


sis of timothy at full bloom and at sub- 
sequent stages of growth, made at tho 
Massachusetts Agricultural Expcri- 
1 men! Station last Summer, the follow- 
ing conclusions were arrived at: 1. It 
was found that the amount of water in 
timothy diminished very rapidly afte 
the period of full bloom. 2. There is 
a large increase in crude fibre in late 
cut timothy over that cut at the period 
of fnll|bloom. 3. As;the grass approach- 
ed maturity there was a considerable 
diminution in the per cent of sugars 
and an increase in starch. 4. The pro- 
portion of albuminoids—the nutritious 
elements—to tho other organic constit- 
uents diminished after, the period of 
full bloom; and in late cut timothy the 
albuminoids were much less digestible 
than in that cut at the time of full 
bloom. 5. The experiments of Profess- 
or Ladd show that the increase in the 
quantity of timothy after the period of 
full bloom was not sufficient to over- 
balance the lower digestibility of the 
albuminoids, together with the large 
increase in fibre. 6. Professor Ladd 
concludes that it it preferable to cut 
timothy for feeding at tho period of 
full bloom, rather than after the seeds 
have formed. - These results show that 
if one is growing timothy hay to sell, 
it is for his interest to let it stand till 
full maturity, but if to feed to his own 
animals, he should cut at the stage of 
full bloom, since the subsequent in- 
crease in weight and quantity does not 
compensate for the loss of quality in- 
volved in letting it stand till the seed 
ripens.—[Ex.

Now take the strained juico of 
the strawberries, add to it a little lem- 
on juice, and stir this into the cream 
when it is entirely cold, being careful 
to mix them thoroughly, and freeze at 
once.

The flrit hmiliea iu Boiton, for in- 


itanco, ftre very blue-blooded iudeed, 
for tome of them know who their 
grandfather wan and boast of him. 
They acknowledge that Springfield hu 
first families, but allude to them as 
higlitly respectable people, and the 
Springfield nrittocrata iu turn mention 
tho first families of Sapville u decent 
sort of country folks. 


You will tee that first families have 


their degrees, but what constitutes a 
first family is rathur hard to deter- 
mine. 


First families usually have a nigger 


aud a coat of arms; but they often ob- 
ject to a tou diligent examination of 
the family tree, as sometimes ancestors' 
are found hanging to tt, and the coat of 
arms turns out to bo a coat without 
arms, or what tho vulgar second and 
third families call a vest. 


The same standard of first familyism 


is not applicable to all places. Mr. 
lienus, ol Boston, dates his family from 
1020, when his ancestor came over in 
the Mayflower, tlie ancestor having 
been the ship's cook. 
Mr. I.ardloy, of 


Chicago, goes back to the mcdioyal 
ages before tho fire, and ia not familiar 
with the name of his grandfather. 
Hustler, of Denver, is nil aristocrat 
from way back and his father carried 
his fortune aud family portraits into 
Denver in a wheelbarrow iu the misty 
days of 1874. 


A knowledge of one's grandslro can 


hardly be the standard, for old man 
Sloper in the poor house remembers 
distinctly that his grandfather died in 
the same hotel. 


The fact that a man had ancestors 


can hardly be the measure of a family's 
greatness, for it is hard to imagine how 
a fellow could get along without ances- 
tors, even if historians forgot to men- 
tion them. 


We have vainly endeavored to ligure 


out what constitutes a first family, and 
have almost given it up. The best way 
is to say you are one and go around 
blowing about it. Your neighbors will 
probably call you a fool for eight or ten 
years, aud then end by believing you, 
when you are a flrtt family in good 
standing. 
There's McGlggles, now. He's a first 


family. McGiggles went to school with 
me, and wore pants with Ls aud bay 
windows on them, for his father carried 
the hod and drank tod. • 


1 was sort of stuck up in those days, 


and became book-keeper in a hard- 
ware store, while McGlggtos drove a 
grocery wagon. Ho wont into tho busi- 
ness later for 
himself aud 
made 


Blathers of money iu the barrel busi- 
ness. He gave up his barrels, joined 
the church, married a deacon's daugh- 
ter, and struck out to be a first family, 
and he got there with both fcot. Mc- 
Giggles is high-toned now, but still ho, 
notices me sometimes and says I am a 
a respectable, hard-working man. 


I don't know that I will ever go iu 


for being a first family man, but per- 
haps I will if I don't join the Knights 
of Labor or tho Anarchists. 


However, we've got to have somebody 


for first families, and McGiggles might 
as well be one as any fellow, especially 
as his boy, T. Jefferson MoGlgclcB, is 
now at Harvard, and Edith McGigglos 
is going to Europe in June to study 
art. 


The liilkmans used to bo blue bloods 


until tho old man bust up in telephone 
stocks.—Then the old woman fired her 
niggor and started a hash factory, and 
that broke up the family business for 
them. 


Old Mandrake is rushing to tho front 


as :i first familyist since his Indian 
elixir began to catch on, and Jimmy, 
Ms sf.m, who used to wash the bottles, 
was gmtmgmra811™^ for a dress suit 
r •• other day when I passed Shear's 
Liiilor shop. 


Some really great man, like Mr. Ward 


McAllister, should devote his time and 
energies to writing a hook on this sub- 
ject, and fix, once and for all, some 
standard hy which a man away down in 
the tenth and eleventh families can rec- 
ognize and do homage to a first family 
the minute he sees one. 


By doing this he will earn the grati- 


tude of common, ovory-day, red-blood- 
ed American citizens. 


Don't Undervalue the Boy. 


Too many moil mako their boys fool 


that they arc of little or no account 
while they are boys. Lay a responsi- 
bility on a boy, and ho will meet it in a 
manful spirit. 
On no account ig- 


nore their disposition to investigate.— 
Help them to understand things. 
Kn- 


courage them to understand what they 
are about. We are too apt to treat a 
hoy's seeking after knowledge as moro 
idle curiosity. "Don't ask questions," 
is poor advice to boys. If you do not 
explain puzzling things to thorn, you 
oblige them to make many experiments 
before they find out; and though ex- 
perimental knowledge is best in one 
sense, in another it is not, for that 
which can be explained clearly does not 
need experimenting with. If the prin- 
ciple involved is understood, there is 
no further trouble, and the boy can go 
ahead intelligently. 


Do not wait for the boy to grow up 


before you begin to treat him as an 
equal. A proper amount of confidence, 
and words of encouragement and ad- 
vice, and give him to understand that 
you trust him iu many ways, helps to 
make a man of him long before he is a 
man in either stature or years. 


Give him tools, and let him.find out 


for himself whether he has got any me- 
chanical taste or not. Do not discour- 
age him, as parents are apt to do, by 
saying, "Oh, it is no use for you to try 
to do anything with tools. I neverbave 
any taste that way, aud of course you 
bave not" 
If a boy finds he can make 


a few articles with his hand, it tends to 
make him rely on himself. And the 
planning that is necessary for the cxe- 
culion of the work is a discipline and 
an education of groat value to him.— 
The future welfare and happiness of 
the boy depends on the surroundings 
of his youth. When he arrives at that 
period in his life when he is obliged to 
choose what profession or what line of 
business to follow, it is highly impor- 
tant that he should take no false step. 
And if in his youth he has cultivated a 
taste for any particular branch, the 
choice of a profession or business will 
be made moro easy.—[Architect and 
Building News.

side, under the ago of seventeen years, Is en- 
tirelv :ihandoncil or treated with. proas and 
labitual cruelty by tbc parent or other person 
laviuir tlie care or custody, or that such minor 
s an hahitual sufferer for want of food or 
clothes by reason of the wrongful neglect of 
:he parent or person having such care or CUB- 
:ody, or that such minor is in any manner be- 
ng used fur wanton, cruel or Improper pur- 
K-aes or Is compelled to do wanton and wrong- 
ful acts, or Is In any manner wrongfully lu- 
luccd, constrained or allowed by such parent 
or other peraui having the care or custody of 
snld minor child to beg, steal or in any man-
